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Corrigenda 


Launor Carter, author of ‘‘The Sus- 
taining Effects Study of Compensatory 
and Elementary Education’”’ (ER 
August/September 1984), points out an 
error in his article. In the second column 
at the top of page 10, the relationship 
between School Characteristics and 
Initial Achievement is said to range 
from .10 to .17 rather than .10 to .27, 
as reflected in Figure 3. The interpreta- 
tion in the text is still correct. 
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
